ONLY A WORM! 

The fcrtilitv of the valley of the 
\>'hiu- Nile is renowned. British 
scientific surveyors report that its 
remarkable productiveness is due in 
larpc pan to the diligence of earth- 
worms, which have been digging it 
for thousands of years. 

Ohservaiions are recorded show- 
ing that during the active six months 
ol each yesr tile castings or the 
worms brought to the surface there 
amonnc to about 2^0,000 pounds an 
acre, Spread out evenly, this would 
make an appreciable annual layer. 

Darwin csumatcd tViat the c'asl- 
ings of five years in lingland would 
cover the whole kingdom with a 
layer of new earth an ineh thick. 



In the Nile Valley the layer wouldi 
doubtless be thicker were the worms 
equally numerous and' busy, .is ap- 
pears to be the case, because thc- 
propor<ion of ncr<-iirab1e land therfr 
is nnieh less than in the British Isles.. 

It must be remembcredj also, th'at^ 
in addition to the beneficial servico- 
of stirring up the soil, admitting air 
and water more easily, and bringing" 
deep deposits to the surface, thert 
is a constant fertilization effected by 
the vegetable matter dragged into- 
their burrows by the worms, much, 
of which is left to decay where it 
will do the most good, — Harper's- 
Weekly.
